tions during maneuvers, such as breakdown of aircraft, etc*. Contrary to 
the organization of bomber units in flights of three planes, which was 
observed in the Soviet Zone of Germany, it was believed that the bombers 
flew in flights of four in Austria* From the number of aircraft assigned 
to the training bomber and fighter units it was inferred that practice was 
held by one or two regiments* 
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
